AST week. due to lack of space 
we omitted one last bit of data 
concerning the G raft family.

Now 
H annah G raft m arried Peter Dono­

UR soldier for today t» William 
Cooper, and the inscription on 
his stone follows: 
"W illiam Cooper 
Died October 8, A. D. 1818 
Aged 69 years.” 
William Cooper served in what 
we consider one of the most out­ 
standing companies raised in this 
section. 
In the Pennsylvania A r­ 
chives (5th Series, Volume 2, Page 
24) we find Colonel William Thom p­ 
son’s Battalion of Riflemen from 
June 25, 1775, to July^L-1770. C ap­ 
tain Michael Double’s Company of 
this Battalion was recruited princi­ 
pally at Jam es G ettys' Tavern on 
June 24, 1775. Listed in this com­ 
pany we find Henry Miller as First 
Lieutenant, John Dill as Second 
Lieutenant, and among the privates 
we find one—W illiam Cooper. 
This 
Battalion 
was 
recruited 
under a call from the Continental 
Congress to the County Vigilance 
Committee at Yorktown (York), for 
additional troops to send to General 
W ashington’s army. The B attalion 
left York for Boston, July I, 1775, 
and arrived at Cambridge, M assa­ 
chusetts, July 25, 1775 at I p. in 
C aptain 
Double's 
Company 
was 
called the York County Rifles. 
From an old letter we are able to 
paint, in words, a picture of the 
company's (C aptain Double’s) in ­ 
itiation into the stem realities of 
war. The account Is as follows: 
“Last Friday, July 29th (1776), 
we were informed by our sentires 
at the foot of B unker’s Bill, th at 
the enemy had cut down several 
large trees, and were busy all night 
throwing up a line and abattes in 
front of it.
